VI. Claims 1 1 and 12, drawn to a capping device, classified in class 347, 
subclass 29. 

VII. Claim 13, drawn to a rail adjuster, classified in class 347, subclass 8. 

VIII. Claim 15 and 32, drawn to a supply canister, classified in class 347, 
subclass 2.

Subcombination V has separate utility such as a device for preventing print 
media from sticking to a printhead. 

Subcombination VI has separate utility such as a device for capping a printhead, 

etc.
